Mr Mayor, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


A renort on the public health situation in Sancwich 
in 1959 is here presented. 


Unchanged in area, the Borough »nresents its cherecter 
within its ancient boundries, but develoves industrislly and 
approprietely in Richborough, 


The estimated mid year population of 4280 is besed on 
trends known to the kKegistrar Ceneral and on yovuletion 
movements connected with Service establishments, The recorded 
reduction of 70 on the 1958 figure is probebly ertificial 
and bears no relation to the day vonulation which must be 
nearly 1000 more, 


The birth rete of 15.6 is sstisfactory and when corrected 
with the factor suoplied by the Registrar General ( 1.15) 
becomes 18 per 1000 vonulstion. 


The death rete of 13.08 when corrcted for vonulation 
make -up becomes the very satisfactory rate of 10.3 ver 
1000 population, 


The full statisticel detail is given leter, 
Infectious Diseases, 


Measles wes oredominent in the first three months and 
died out completely durins the second half of the year. 

Scarlet Fever followed and 9 cases occurred in the 
second quarter out of the totel of 15 for the year. Three of 
these cases were admitted to Haine Isolation Nosnital for the 
reason that home isoletion wes inadequsete. Whoovine Cough wes 
limited in its occurrence to the last three months of the year, 
15 cases occurring. Pnevizonia wes limited to the first quarter 
when 5 cases occurred associated with winter infections. 
Tuberculosis was confined to only 2 vrimsary notifications, one 
respiretory and one non resviratory, and 1 notificetion of 
respirstory disease that turned out to be an old c*se relensing. 

Both vrimery cases went to hosvital. 
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A Mass Radiograshy survey was carried out in the 
late summer and 2191 persons were X - Keyed, identifying 2 
cases of active tuberculosis and 19 cases of inactive or 
recovered tuberculosis. tialf the persons attending came when 
the Mass 4 Kay Unit was stationed et the Drill Hall and the 
rest were done at visits to the Richborouvech Factories. Altorether 
S41 per cent of those examined had not been X rayed before. It 
is worth wentioning in these days when radiation hes become 
fireside talk that to go through the Mass X hay Unit is comoletes 
ly safe from that point of view. The dose of radiation is no 
more than you would experience by moving from a brick house to 
@ granite house for six months in the year, and is therefore 
a safe and natural feature of present day precautionery nractice, 


Protection sgainst Infectious Disease by immunization 
and vaccination is provided by the County Council Clinics end 
the family doctors.

These figures shog thet the protection sgeinst 
diphtheria is being mainteined ab a reasonable level; thet 
protection ageinst wnooping cough is beine viven to most infsnts; 
and that a better vercentage of smallvox vaccination is being 
achieved in infants, more then 50% now, The take uv of voliony- 
elitis vaccination by those over 15 years of age is disanvointinge 
esnvecially when the vaccine is ectuslly made in the Borough. 


Out of the children up to and incivding age 15 there 


are 537 children fully protected against diohtheria and 409 
partially protected.

Water Sunolies . 

The Thenet Water Roerd is resnonsible for thre suxnnly 
of Weter to the Borough. The extensive tf£ins system throvehout 
the Borough is now vert of the erea system and imnrovenents to 
the system sre »eing constently cerried out. 

During the year the linkinz of the 6" mein in wost 
Sole to the 3" in Loop Street wes carried out. This wes contem- 
lated before the Boerd was instituted 9nd it has resulted in 
improved vressure to an importesnt industriel srea of the Borough, 

This deprrtment is now only directly connected with 
water in the routines séuapling of weter from the meins. Durine 
the year S&S sammoles were teken and sent to the ?ublic Health 
Laboratories for bacteriologicel exaiinetion and in 211 esses 
the sample was reported on *s being highly setisfectory. 

The policy of renewing the old lead services on the 
old portion of the t.ousing &stete wiich serve a number of houses 


hes continued. 


Durine the year the 1? lesd service in St. Perts 
Road which suv xlied some 10 tovses became defective *nd instead 
of repriring it fresh co ..er services to individusl ‘ovses 
were laid direct from the 5" main in St. Barts Road, and the 
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old lead service from Woodnesboroveh Road to the reer of these 
houses w7s cut out. 

There are still e number of these old lerd services 
in Woodnesboroush Koad which ere likely to ceuse trouble. 

As soon as these become cefective they will be cut 


out and individusl services nut in. 


Drainage, 

The Floet Tests carried out at Sandwich Pay in 1958 
by Messrs, Lewis & Duvivier showed thet the currents in the 
Bay were such that the sewage for #ny new outfall wovld be 
rapidly returned to the shore and not taken out to sea, 

Any thoushts of the construction of an outfall in 
this area head, therefore, to be abandoned and the Council hed 
to consider the construction of a »roper treatuent works, 

Discussions took »slace during the year with the 
Kent iver soard, ( wiver vollution Devertient) to arcertein 
what standard of priority of erfluent wes required berrins mird 
ir monk's renort on sainles of weter teken from the river. The 
Goard took the attitude thet if the old works wes used for the 
nanseate rozrd srea and anotier works constructed for the town 


the old works should be wade to sive coiaplete treatment and the 


new one sive initiclly a pertial trectuent but »rovision mde 
for the extension to the mew works to be unéert°ken lcter to 


give commlste treatment.

The sewer from the Bey entered the Sandown oad 
Sewer near the roed to St. Ceorge's Golf Course end is @ischarg- 
ed through the Sandown iosd Pumring Station, The sewer from 
the village of “foodnesborough joins the town's main at Poulders 
Gerdens and ovsscs through the Loop Street eumoing Station, Tais 
ariangcment hes worked very satisfactorally end no trouble has 
been ex 6risnced., 

Works has continued on the improvenent of the 
Pumps *t the Loon Street and Bulwork Pumping stations, Sveares 
heve been obteined and worn out varts heve been renleced making 
the pumps inore efficient. During the year trovble wes exx.criencec 
through foreign bodies geining access to the m.ns and demerine 
the limpelléers, 

Its imoossible to climinste this risk end the 
prompt replacement of demaged imovllers is the only action 


nossible. 
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Food & Food Preoaration Prenises., 


During the year the righ stend rds of t»ese vnremises 
were meintained and in several instences im>roved undon, 

A totel of 109 visits were mde end although no 
formel notices were served any suggestions made by the Insvector 
hes been scted upon, This willing co-overation on the nart of the 
Traders has been most welcome and has been reflected in the 
continual improvement in stsnderds of hy;iene on the various 
premises, 

Ice Cream 

Ice cream is not manufactured in the Borough but 
there are 21 premises from which Ice Cream is sold. These 
premises have all been recistered end heve been regularly 
visited throughout the seeson. Most of the Ice Creem sold in 
the Borough is pre-packed and only in cafes and hotels is it 
sold loose,

All Butchers shops, food preperation rooms, and 
vehicles trensyorting meat have been regularly inspected and 
the high standerds have been meinteined., The provision of hot 
water for hands and utensils, tne impervious covering of all 
surfeces and the increese of refriseretion accomnmodstion have 
been recciving special ettention end imorovements have been 
effected in these asovects, 

Bakers Shovs & Bakeries. 

Routine insnection of these premises continued 
tiroughout the year and conditions were found to be satisfectory. 
Licenced Premises. 

The inspection of licenced premises continued during 
the year and imorovements were effected. The »vrovision of vroper 
conveniences, the wasting of ¢lé@ss wers the main points of 
interest and in two or three instances major work has been vut 
in hand to improve conditions, 

Shops. 

All food shops and most other shovs were insvected 
during the year. Particular ettention was of course paid to 
food shops where the weshing facilities for eunloyees end 
utensils, sanitary accomnodation end the covering of all surffces 
with impervious iseterial came in for svecial attention. 

During the year 426 lbs. of tinned and other foodstuffs 
were condemned es unfit for husen consumtion.

During the year 11 milk samples were taken and sent 
to the Public Eealth Laboratory for exerinstion, all conformed 
to the vrescribed standerds and were setisfcctorv, 

The retail dairies were inspected and conditions were 


found satisfactory. 
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Meat Inspection 

There is one abattoir in the Borough, 9 vrivete one, 
owned by T. Wood & Sons Ltd. of Canterbury. It is situsted 
in Loop Street and a consi¢«reble nvmber of ocnimels ere daelt 
with weekly. The ennual kill for 1959 and for the 5 ~eFrs 


prior to that is shown in the table below, broken down into

It will be noted that there wes a large increase in 
the total for the year ageinst thet of 1958. This wes entirelv 
due to the great increese in the number of sheep dealth with. 

I think the reason for the marked increeses in tis 
class wes the excentionelly drv summer, which led to a shortage 
of feeding stuff and much greater numbers hod to be disvosed of 


than would normelly heve been the cease, 
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During the year nearly 900 visits were meade to 
the Abattoir for the purpose of inspecting the meat. All the 
enimals were inspected post mortem and many of them before 
slaughtering. In the course of these inspections a totel of 
12 tons 135 cwts. of meat end offel was condemned as unfit for 
human consumption, 

The teble below sciving deteils of numbers of 
animals slaughtered and the incidence of disease is very 
interesting. The effect of the csteblishine of an Eradicetion 
Area has reduced still further the number of cattle found to be 
affected with Tuberculosis, and further this has led to a 
significant drop in the number of vigs similarly affected. No 
cattle other then cows were found to be sufvering from Tubdercul-

osis end the cows were all cither reactors from herds or imvorted 
direct to the Abattoir. With regards to the vigs the precentege 
of the animals affected fell from 3.06% in 1958 to 1.98% in 
1959, 

The high percentage of other disease found in sll 
classes of animals is of little importence, end the vest 
majority of these conditions were due to climatic or geographical 
conditions, Parasite disease causing cirrhosis of the liver was 


very common but this is to be expected considering that the low 


lying and marshy ground fevours the soread of the diseese,

Council Property. 
No further building of Council houses took plece 
during the year but the Council considered the vossibility of 


acquiring further land in the Hezelwood wlcedow, St. Barts Form 


yard area for further building ovocrations. 
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lt is »roposed that this development should be 
of a mixed type but should include some oldfolks units and a 
common room and iarden's «lat. 

The need of this type of eccommodetion is likelv 
to increase in the future and the dcmend will rise for some 
years to come, 

Negotiations for the acquisition of a site has 
started and suggested layouts heve been drafted, 

General improvements to the estate continue to be 
mede, 

The external vainting of 72 vroperties was under- 
taken and the brichter colour scheme elready started wes 
continued. 

As forecest in my last revort the number of 
applicetions for grrages continued to increass and to meet the 
demend of thise tenents in whose garden wes no room to eract 
a garage, sites near the allotments be ind Burch Avenue were 
mede available at 1/- per week. Further an erea of verge in 
St. Barts toad adjacent to the ferm yard was levelled, surfaced, 
and turned into a parking space for about 20 vehicles, 

Improvement to the verges continued and trees were 


planted to renlace those which had died or been demeged, 
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Warden Group. 


Last year the grouo of 28 bungelows was turned into 
an old folks unit with a warden's service provided, In January 
a werden was anvointed and during the year this system has bcen 
working very satisfectorally. 

In order to meintain continuous supervision end 
yet allow the warden time off it wes arrenged that the Red Cross 
shculd assist and wnen the warden is indisoosed or awey on 
holiday members of the xe?t Cross carry out the daily visits 
end generally provide the usuel suvervision, 

Other Property. 

During the veer 14 schemes were submitted to the 
Council for the imoroveuent to »vroverties in the Borouch. The 
total value of these schemes amounted to £7,575 end imorovenent 
grants were senctioned in every case, The total amount of the 
grants issued during the year a nourted to £5,496, 

For an old and historical town like Sendwich these 
grants serve two very useful purposes. Much of the nroverty is 
very old and in order to qualify for the grant the dwelling 
must be put in a good state of repeir. Thus besides the vrovis- 
ion of the necessary modern amenities tie utiotof the house 
is lengthened. This preserving of the old vroverty instead of 
carrying out demolition and rebduidling, meimtains the street 
picture and helps to vreserve the atmosprers of the old town 
though internally the dwellings have been modernised, 
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Slum Clearance, 

The demolition of the 6 units et Oak Cottsees has 
been carried out. Prior to this being done the tenants were 
transfered to the New Creichton House Flats, 

Five houses in the Borough were closed and the 
tenants rehoused, In all these cases Undertakines were accented 
from the owners that the dwelling shovld not te used for humen 
habitetion until the necessary work hes been carried out.

The weekly collection of xefuse from the Borough 
and its disposal by controlled tivoing on the Council's site 
adjacent to the Ash xoad has continued. The emovunt of household 
refuse and trede refuse has continued to incresse and the 
scarcity of covering material has necessitated the hire of 
mechanicel impliments to assist in the work. The m jority of 
the trade refuse has to be burnt before disposal and this and 
the resultant ash makes the tip appear untidy at times, 

No fly nuisance hes bcen experienced and although 
there hes been evidence of rat infestation, promot treetment 
hes kept this down to a minimum.

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During the visits under these acts various suggestions herve 
been made verbally, and promot ection on the part of the mansge- 
ment has avoided the necessity for the serving of official 
notices, 

There are 60 outworkers wio meke recentecles nartly 
or wholly of paper for a nearby factory. 

Rodent Control, 

Durins the year a considcersble snount of work wes 
carried out in insyecting »roverties for evidence of Rodent 
infestation end where found carryins out the necesssry treret- 
ment. It wes found thet a total of 46 »vroverties and 2 Agricult- 
ural holdings were infected, In 35 dwellings 2 propertics 
belonging to the Corporetion and 11 Business premises infestation 
was discovered end trestment cleered the nuissnee., In no case 
was a mejor infestetion discovered. 

The majority of these infestations were found as a 
result of routine visiting under other Acts end the direct 
surveys were mainly confined to Council controlled lend. 

The controlled tip, the benks of the streams and the 
banks of the river Stour were #11 surveyed directly for the 
infestation of these lands is endemic but the surveys did not 
show any .1e jor increase and routine trestment hes kept the infest- 


ation well under control. 
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Methods of Control. 

The stenderd method of control hes continued to be 
by the use of Warfarin which in most instences hes proved to be 
most effective. In a few cases the available food hes vroved 
to be more attractive than the Warferin beit and in these 
instances recourse has had to be made to the older tyne of 
poison, Where however food is less attractive or more difficult 
to obtain the ‘iarfarin beits have proved to be excellent. 

Sewer Treatment. 

As usual one sewer treretment wes carried out 
early in the year. Test baiting was carried out ina provortion 
of manholes spread throughout the Borough. 

The result followec the normel pattern which has 
been experienced in the past. Only the sewers discharging direct- 
ly into the river were found to be affected and as the source 
of the infestation is the banks of the river the control of the 
infestation at the menholes is impossible. Treatment of the 
river banks themselves wes attempted with reesonsble results 
but the soft and dengerous mud, and the tidel renge mekes tis

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During the year the rkichborough wherf remeined unused, but 
ships unloaded at Pfizer's wharf end at the Town quay. The commod- 
ities unloaded comprised oil,fuel,and timber, the latter from 
abroad, 

No ceses of infectious diseese occurred in the Port, and 
no action on surveillance or control wes required.
